So why would anyone deliberately use an antenna that allows "plenty 
of RF" in the shack? I know of one local Ham who died of multiple brain 
tumors, after decades of high-power operation. I know of another who died 
similarly, because he worked in an aluminum-smelting plant - yet, those 
around him may have suffered little or nothing. 

Some receivers, and some brains, just aren't as susceptable as 
others. I'm still waiting for the massive increase in brain tumors caused 


by "silly phones" - it'll happen, and just like interference to and from 
"part 15" devices, the manufacturers will "get away scot free", because 
it's so difficult, legally speaking, to correlate cause and effect. And 
it's not that they're un-aware: read the caution in the back of the manual 
to the old bag phones - that'll "curl your hair"! (BTW, if you can FIND 
the manual to a Moto bag phone, I need a copy!) 

To answer the question directly, a well-shielded, well-designed 
radio of any other band should experience little or no blocking. In 
reality, BCB radios are usually "worst-case scenario", and will have errant 
signal feed thru the RF stage, heterodyne almost un-predictably in the 
mixer, feed thru the i.f.'s, and detect somewhere: in the actual second 
detector, bad solder joint, poor ground rivit, etc. Often, tho, as Arden 
said, RF will skip directly to GO and collect it's $200 right at the audio 
stages, being picked up by lead-length "antennas". 

Hue: do I need to send you some wire and a tree or two? haha _ BTW, 
that was an interesting, if perhaps ultimately fruitless discussion about 
AE DF'ing over water. I just put her outcome down to "natural selection"

I found a UK made DECCA KW 2000 CAT transceiver over here. It looks like 
a Collins S-Line device and is a 4 channel transceiver probably from the 
mid 70s. The 4 xtals are inside an oven and supplied frequencies are 
around 4MHz, 7MHz, 12MHz and 15MHz. Driver and final are using tubes, 
the rest is solid state. Front panel switching is for LSB, USB and CW. 
The unit has two xtal filters. I also have the matching power supply. 
One octal socket inside is empty and there are two other sockets (1x 
octal and 1x 12-pin round) on the back of transceiver. 

I am looking for any help to modify this unit for the ham bands and to 
get it back on the air. I need a manual for the transceiver and the 
power supply. On the power supply one of the 4 fuses is blown. I just 
don't want to switch it on without any further info as this may cause 
more damage. 


Any help appreciated. I will of course pay for the copy and postage.

The Eldico SSB-100 series used the 5984 too. We had a Sonar 120 and 120P at 
Civil Defense 
when I was growing up that also used the 5894. 


Don K2AAA (SK) at Eldico said the 5894 did the work of two tubes in many 
transmitters plus they were much more stable on 10 as they were aimed at VHF 
too. 


I seem to remember a transmitter describes in a CQ article in the mid to 
late 1950's that used the 5894 modulated by a pair of 1625's covering 15, 
11, 10, and 6. The article mentioned all band (80 to 6) was possible but 
this was aimed at getting on the hot bands during IGY and the all time high 
sunspot cycle. A local builder put one together that looked like a B&W 5100 
with a very stable VFO. He was an 11 meter nut when that was a ham band!
